The board of supervisors this-- morn- 


Jng- decided to allow the Central Califor- 
nia, cannery at San Lorenzo to use the 
county Infirmary, sewer for its sewage 
until November 15. at which time It was 
understood that the 
cannery 
owners 


would provide some other means of tak- 
Inp care of their sewage. 


Superintendent Fdwler of the cannery 


appeared and explained that the firm 
had used the infirmary sewer for a num- 
ber of years wllh the consent of the 
supervisors. 
If the company should be 


compelled to discontinue the use of the 
' sewer at once it -would entail an 1m- 
.mensc loss upon the cannery company 
because it would be compelled to close 
down the industry. 


WOULD WORK HARDSHIP. 


Supervisor Bridge said that the clos- 


ing of the cannery would work Injurious- 
ly to many of the people who reside in 
the vicinity of the industry because they 
would be deprived of a market for a 
great deal of produce which is always 
made use of at the cannery. He thought 
there, should - be some date decided up- 
on by which time the cannery could oth- 
erwise dispose of its sewage. 


On suggestion of Supervisor K-elley it 


was agreed that the cannery should be 
allowed till November 15 to care for its 
own sewage,. 


Complaint was filed with' the super- 


visors several weeks ago that the sewer 
was overworked by the cannery sewage 
and that sections of the land in the vi- 
cinity were being flooded. 


The county surveyor recommended a 


septic tank system as a means of dis- 
posing of the hospital sewage.

the Architectural Commission of the Pen- 
ama-Faciflc International Exposition of 
1915 have been adopted by the board of 
directors of the exposition company. iThe. 
rules were prepared by the preliminary 
architectural 
advisory 
committee; and 


were submitted and threshed out at con- 
ferences with the committee on archi- 
tectural procedure, of which .Leon Sloss 
Is chairman, and the committee on build- 
ings ana grounds. The rules which were 
finally presented to the bci > of directors 
were adopted In the followm? shape, and 
President Moore will shortly name the 
commission to handle the work. 


First—The Architectural Commis- 
sion shall consist of.' eleven, architects, 
to be selected by the president, sub- 
ject to the approval of the board, to 
hold office at the pleasure of the 
board. The president shair also, sub- 
ject to like approval, -designate five o£ 
the eleven to constitute the executive 
architectural council. 


Second—The southern part of the 
State of California and the States of 
Washington 
and : Oregon shall each 
have representation on ' the commis- 
sion, and at least three member's of 
the.commission shall be selectedi.from 
the United States at large. 
Third—The Architectural Commis- 
sion shall, from time to time, confer 
with the director of works, to the end 
that their respective labors will be 
properly co-ordinate. For this pur- 
pose the director of works shall at- 
tend the meetings of the commission 
and participate in its deliberations. 
Fourth—It shall be -the duty of the 
commission to supervise the prepara- 
tion of the general scheme of the ex- 
position, .pass upon and recommend 
the same to the board' of directors, 
and pass upon and approve plans for 
the Individual parts . and 'elements, 
subject to the approval of the board 
'of directors. No member of the Ar- 
chitectural Commission shall act as 
architect for any building or group of 
buildings to be erected by the ..exposi- 
tion company. 
Fifth—The president may, from time 
to tlms, recommend to the board of 
directors the selection of all such ad- 
ditional architects, sculptors, paint- .- 
ers, landscape architects 
and en- 
gineers who. in his judgment, may 
render valuable assistance to the com- 
mission, and, when appointed, shall 
act as advisory to the commission. 
Sixth—The executive architectural 
council, -when appointed, shall Imme- 
diately enter upon' the discharge of its 
duties, and shall; except when the 
commission Is in session, perform all 
the duties of the commission. 
Seventh—The president shall, sub- 
ject to the approval'of the board, des- 
ignate the member of the executive 
architectural council, to act as chair- 
man of the council and" of the commis- 
sion. 
Eighth—The members of the exec- 
utive architectural council shall -re- 
ceive such compensation as .shall he 
fixed by the board of directors. Other 
members shall receive expenses and 
per diem to be -fixed by the hoard. - 
Ninth—All vacancies on the Archi- 
tectural Commission shall be filled by 
the president, subject to the approval 
of the board of directors.

All this is humbug, of course, but it has some effect, undoubt-

In both cases the: allegations are false and absurd, but-they il- 


lustrate how'prejudice and ignorance can, and will,.be played upon 
to serve', personal .and political ambitions. .Borden. desires -to-suc- 
ceed Laurier as head of the Dominion government, arid Bourassa 
is scheming to supplant him as leader of the French-Canadians. 
Hence Borden tells the Canadian Loyalists of English and .Scotch 
extraction that Laurier .is -disloyal to . the-. British crown;, while 
Botirassa tells the French Canadians that Laurier is a. tool of the 
British government and a traitor to the' people, of: French Canada'. 
The assertions are contradictory, but the ..time is short between 
now and election day, and the French-speaking inhabitants of 
French Canada are not expected to find-out that.the Dominion lead- 
er of the Conservatives is making an .argument to the Anglo-Saxon 
constituencies that absolutely .refutes the statements his colleague 
is making .to the French-Canadians.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Owners at 


foreign-built pleasure yachts who 
re- 


gard 
the annual tax imposed by the 


Payne-Aldrlch tariff act on their vessels 
as nothing, less than an outrage, are not 
to ba accused of laxncss in fighting the 
tax in the court. In a test case before 
the United States Supreme Court, oral 
argument on behalf of yacht owners has 
Just been filed, although the casd will not 
come up for hea-.-ing for more than1 two 
years under ordinary circumstances. 


The present case originated with the 


refusal of Roy A. Rayney to pay a tax in 
New York on his steam yacht Cassandra, 
built in England. 
He claims that the 


tax is unconstitutional for a number of 
reasons, amor.g- these being the fact that 
the law "originated" in the Senate instead 
of the House. As taxes for tho two years 
since the law. was passed Ralney Is asked 
by the government to pay ovor $17,000.

The wharf is part of the harbor develop-

The Livingston street pier is'to be'300 


feet long and 120 feet wide. 


Placed end -to end the piles used in 


the construction of the Livingston street 
wharf aggregate 
over 
three miles in 


length. Made of concrete, they could "not 
bo driven as an ordinary wooden pile, 
but had to be churned up. and down until 
they bored a hole to the required depth 
in the hardest ground to be found along 


the coast. The piles used are sixteen 
inches thick and from thirty to fifty feet 
in length.' 


FLOOR SYSTEM. 


Work on the flo'or system will be com- 


menced in a few days. It will consist of 
concrete girders and a concrete floor cov- 
ered with asplialt.

Atlantic Ocean, 


!s Nearly 300 Feet Long and 


Has Lifting Capacity of 


26,000 Pounds. 


AKRON, O., Aug. 28. — Melville 
"Vaneman's balloon, with which he 
and flve others will, attempt to fly 
across the Atlantic .ocean October 22, 
will, be shipped from Akron to At- 
lantic. City today, having just been 
completed in a local rubber factory. 
The airship will be christened the 
Akron. 
: The .Akron is the only .dirigible of 
the first-class . ever 'built this side of 
'the Atlantic. It is 268 feet long, or 
about 30 feet longer than the "Amer- 
ica," which was lost, in th.e ocean as a 
sequel to the "Walter "Wellman expedi- 
tion last year. Filled with pure dy- 
drogen, it will have an 'atmospheric 
displacement of 305,000 cubic feet and 
a gross lifting power of 26,000 pounds. 
With the car and engines attached it 
will have a net capacity of 12,000 
pounds or about eighty persons. 
The "Akron" is made of 2200 pieces 


of tough fabrics. The propellers each 
will be driven by a gasoline engine of 
a hundred horsepower.

The Socialist 
Mayor is planning to introduce the Som- 
ers' method of distributing the tax bur- 
den, which is being used with good re- 
eultp. he reports, in several 
eastern 
States. 
Mayor "Wilson announced today that ho 
Jiad been in communication with the pri- 
vate concern -which has been introducing 
the so-called Somers unit system of as- 
sessment, and had arranged for a .repre- 
sentative to visit Berkeley at an early 
date, when the. proposed plan will 
ba 
taken up by the city council. 
The in- 
s'ruction furnished by the ageno, ac- 
cording to advices received by the mayor, 
has enabled several cities to solve diffi- 
cult taxation problems and secure a more 
equitable distribution- of taxes. 


DETAILS OF SOWERS' METHOD. 
The' basis of the system Is the unit 
foot, "which is a alrip of land one foot 
•wide and 100 feet -long in the center of 
a block, the property Increasing in \alue 
in the direction of the corners. Location 
size and alley frontage of lots are con- 
sidered In the system, which Is worked 
out scientifically.

plan has met with the approval 
of the majority of citizens wherever it 
has been introduced." said Mayor Wil- 
son this morning.

The 
real question at issue is .whether, as .a 
matter of science'and logic,, there }s any 
ground for the religious-consciousness,as 
such. Men. of- different:times .and .differ- 
ent culture will express their religious 
thought in different. f6rms; merely."to 
criticize these forms Is at best a super- 
ficial' task. '. 


IS THERE ANY 
GOD. 


"Is there .'really . any 
God? .The Im- 
pressionistic critic, erases'-the Calvlnistlc 
deity from his beautiful picture of nature 
and the unverse, then when pressed a 
bit on the real- issue, whether there Is 
any God-, at all* declares, that there . is 
one, 
two,: as many as -you like. And this 
is the rich humor of this type. of criti- 
cism; the God of Calvin, a far:off deity 
in a judicial attitude toward the world 
and men Is displaced by another .God, or 
several of .them, who are much less for- 
tunate or logical than Calvin's God, foi 
these have gotten' themselves entanglec 
in a universe to .which they sustain no 
vital relationship—sthde in a .pluralistic 
world nothing 'Is vitally • related to any - 
thng else—and these, are not. allowed even 
a judicial attitude toward men.: 
"The God of Calvin is Impossible," say 
these critics. .

"Let us make him possible by taking 
Him from his throne in. heaven and'put- 
ting Him somewhere In our nature, But 
strictly by himself, as one of the crea- 
tures of this world, 
"Thus this critical. travail of. spirit re- 
sults merely In transposing Calvin's Goc 
from one physical location to another! 
And Calvin's Go'd was a very much better 
Sort, a more fortunate and blessed and 
adorable sort of God, by all odds..

"The impressionistic school of Criticism 
seems to have awakened to the fact that 
plsople of good sense have long'- since 
ceased to believe In the Calvinistic deity,; 
and now It-is worth while for the .prag- 
niatic philosophy to 'declare this as though 
it were a new and .the latest, discovery. 
-And this It has done with literary charm.

Brief Summary,of New Enact- 


ment Prepared for Ben- 


efit of Schools. 


As 
there has been some misunder- 


standing among school authorities and 
employers as to the exact. requirements 
of the new child labor law. Probation 
Officer Ruesa and County Superintend- 
ent 
of 
Schools 
Frick ha.ve prepared 


a brief summary of the law, which has 
been approved by Commissioner J. P. 
McLaughlln of the State Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics, and which is being sent 
to all school authoritiea in the county 
and which may be had by any citizen on 
application to the probation office at 413 
Nineteenth street, Oakland. 
The sum- 


mary is, as follows: 


No child under 12 years of age may 


work,x except outside of school hours or 
during the tima .the public schools axe 
not in session, and then only at .agri- 
cultural,, horticultural, viticulture,! or do- 
mestic labor. Horticultural includes the 
curing and drying, but not the canning, 
of all varieties of fruit. 


Between the age's of 12 and 15 years, 


except out of school hours, 'and then only 
at the above mentioned occupations, and 
except in school vacations upon a vaca- 
tion permit from 
the school principal, 


or vice-principal, or 
secretary of the 


board .of school trustees, no child may 
work without a permit from the judge 
of the ' juvenile court, which may be 
granted only after investigation by the 
probation officer, and for the sole rea- 
son that the parent or parents are in- 
capacitated for labor through Illness. A 
skilled social worker will generally find 
a better solution of the family- problem. 


Between the ages or 15 and 16 years no 


child may -work, except on an age. and 
schooling certificate issued by the city 
superintendent of schools, or by a person 
designated by him, in cities having a 
superintendent of schools, and in othei 
places by' a person authorized by th« 
local board of trustees. A written re- 
quest for such o. permit from the pros- 
pective employer must first be present- 
ed and made a part of the permit when 
granted. 
It la suggested that in each 


school district one school. principal and 
one only be designated by the'local board 
of trustees for this purpose; such des- 
ignation should be made. officially, and 
entered on. the minutes of the board. 


Children 12 to 16 years, though having 


proper working permits, shall not re- 
main Idle and unemployed more than two 
weeks, while the public schools are in 
session, but must 
enroll 
and attend 


school; their employers must Notify the 
school superintendent or probation offi- 
cer when 'they leave their employment. 


Saturdays, according to tho attorney- 


general, are not school vacations, within 
the meaning of the law.
